Washington, January 19.—The sen- 
ate adjourned late today without vot- 
ing on the right of Frank L. Smi‘h, 
Illinois republican senator-designate, 
to take his oath of office. 

Before packed galleries and one of 
the largest attendances of the season 
on the floor, the battle of state rights 
and senate privileges was started. It 
is scheduled to be continued tomorrow. 

With the senate called to order at 
11 o'clock, an hour early, to consider 
the seating of the Illinois senator-des- 
ignate, who spent more than $250,000 
in his campaign and received campaign 
contributions from public utilities of- 
ficials while still chairman of the pub- 
lic utilities commission. the fight 
opened and continued without halt 
until 4:35 o’clock this afternoon. 

Promptly at 11 o’clock, accompanied 
by his guide, Senator Deneen of Illi- 
nois, the senator-designate from [Illi- 
nois strode into the senate war camp 
and was greeted by a mixture of Sl 
frowns, stares and faint smiles. 

Waiting senators gripped their ver- 
bal war clubs and made ready. 

The packed galleries grew tense as 
the senator-designate walked with De- 
neen to the vice president’s desk and 
handed his credentials to Dawes to 
be read. 

Still the opposition senators waited 
while Deneen arose to begin the of- 
fensive. 


New York, January 19.—-(/)—Plead- 
ing for the elimination of “hordes of 
officers, tax gatherers, snoopers and 
spies” who “swarm over the land like 
the lice of Egypt devouring the sub- 
stance of the people,” Senator Reed, 
democrat, Missouri, tonight advo- 
cated a determined reversion to the 
constitutional principles of federated 
government and the reestablishment 
of human liberty as the high aim of 
political activity. 

Speaking before the annual conven- 
tion of the National Boot and Shoe 
Manufacturers’ association, the sen- 
ator summarized his political phil- 
osophy, pointed to a score of prob- 
lems pressing for disposition and pre- 
sented a statement of the principles 
which he believed should control in 
consideration of the more far reach- 


Declaring the time had come when 
American statesmen must begin to 
think of an American policy, Mr. 
Reed said that policy “should first of 
all keep us free from intrigues, am- 
bitions, hatreds and wars of the old 
world.” 

“Avoiding a militaristic policy,” he

Legal Aid Society Head De- 
scribes Outrageous Prac- 
tices of Usury. 


Machinations of unscrupulous and 
usurious money lenders in whose net 
henest, hardworking laborers are en- 
meshed were revealed Wednesday by 
J. L. R. Boyd, general counsel for 
the Atlanta Legal Aid society to 
members of the Masonic club at -the 
latter organization’s weekly luncheon 


lat the Henry Grady hotel. 


The struggles of wives of laborers 
who in many cases are called upon 
to aid financially in furnishing food 
for their children and in keeping their 
homes intact were related by several 
persons who were produced by Mr. 
Boyd to bear out his charges. 

Through efforts of Mr. Boyd, who 
is also chairman of the legal aid sec- 
tion of the Junior Chamber of in- 
merce, the Fulton county grand jury 
has returned many indictments against 
money lenders alleged to hate been 
guilty of usury. The campaign 
against “loan sharks” has .een ‘n- 
dorsed by several of Atlanta’s leading 
civic organizations, among them the 
junior chamber, which is striving to 
put a stop to suffering caused by 
high rates of interest charged on small 
loans. 

Situation Improved. 

“Two years ago Atlanta was the 
worst loan shark infested city in the 
United States and Canada,” Mr. Boyd 
said. “Strong public opinion has 
helped in the movement to rid the 
city of this evil, but there remains 


about 30 or 40 loan sharks in busi- 
ness liere. At one time there was 
some excuse for companies operating 
on large interest rates because there 
was no other way fet the poor per- 
son to secure a loan.” 

The speaker urged inauguration 
here of a credit union bank system 
operated similarly to a local savings 
plan bank. This form of organiza- 
tion enables employee members of ya-

“This form of loan indorsement is 
a recent development, however, which 
has come to Atlanta from Macon and 
other cities where it is practiced on a 
large scale. ” he said.

However, he has 
an additional 30 days within which 
to answer the divorce complaint, 
Young’s announcement came on th2

Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee Is Expected To Vote 
Favorably Today on Ar- 
bitration Move. 


MAJORITY FAVORS 
PLAN OF ROBINSON 


Kellogg Considers Ques- 
tion of Arbitration, But 
Says Department Is Not 
Committed to Proposal.

Washington, January 19.—The sen- 
ate foreign relations committee is ¢x- 
pected to vote favorably tomorrow on 
the Robinson resolution proposing 
arbitration of the oil controversy with 
Mexico. 

A majority of the committee is in 
favor of the resolution. Secretary of 
State Kellogg has stated that he wel- 
comes an expression of opinion by the 
senate. ‘This leaves nothing in the 
way of prompt action by the commit- 
tee. Action in the senate, however. 
may be delayed because a number of 
senators desire to discuss the question 
before voting. 

The state department denied today 
that’ it has committed itself to arbi- 
tration of pending Mexican dispute, 
despite reports to that effect. 

As stated, Secretary Kellogg an- 
nounced that he is considering the 
question of arbitration and as a gen- 
eral policy favors this method of settl- 
ing disputes, but contrary to many 
press reports, he has not said yet 
whether he believes this a practical 


course in the present controversy. 
Public Opinion Is Strong. 


So far as can be gleaned around the 
state department, indications are that 
there is a good deal of opinion there 
against arbitration, but that public 
opinion is exerting so much pressure 
that the administration feels disposed 
to censider the question thoroughly.

If any steps toward arbitration are 
taken, they will be made through di- 
rect communication with the Mexican 
government probably. It is probable 
that this government, before exposing 
its hand will want to know whether 
there are any strings on President 
Calles’ informal proposal for arbitra- 
tion. Possibly inquiries in this direc- 
tion have already been made at Mexico 
City. 

Opposition to arbitration was ex- 
pressed today by the Washington Post, 
which is regarded as close to the state 
department, 

“Unfortunately, the  ¢é¢ontroversy 
with Mexico is not susceptible to ar- 
bitration,” The Post states editorially. 
“If Mexico, notwithstanding the plain 
warning of the United States, should 
attempt to confiscate the property of 
American citizens, there will be a con- 
troversy which can only end by the 
pusillanimous failure of the United 
States to protect its citizens or by the 
abandonment of the attempt to rob 
them. 

“The United States will never sub- 
mit to arbitration the question of 
Mexico's right to rob American citi- 
zens, nor will it submit to arbitration 
the question of America’s right to pro- 
tect its citizens.”

SENATOR HARRIS 
LEADS IN FIGHT 
AGAINST TILSON 


Declares, Judge “Person- 
ally Obnoxious” to Him. 
Senator George Pays 
Tribute to Appointee. 


Washington, January 19.—(Spe- 
cial.) Confirmation of the nomina- 
tion of Judge William J. Tilson, now 
holding a recess appointment, as judge 
of the new middle Georgia judicial dis- 
trict, was urged today before the sen- 
ate judiciary subcommittee appointed 
to investigate the nomination by s y- 
eral lawyers and prominent citizens 
of the new middle district, while 
Senators George and Harris appeared 
to express the grounds of their oppo- 
sition. 

After the hearing todgy, Harris an- 
nounced that he would go before the 
senate with the plea that Tilson is 
“personally obnoxious” to him, a plea 
which is usually regarded as sufficient 
by other senators for rejection of a 
nomination. Harris said he had 60 
votes pledged against Tilson’s con- 
firmation. 

Urge Confirmation. 

Those who appeared before the com- 
mittee today and urged Tilson’s con- 
firmation, commending his character 
and his service on the bench, were Max 
Michael and Joh: W. Gamble, attor- 
neys of Athens; Roland Ellis and Bas- 
com Deaver, lawyers, of Macon, the 
latter district attorney of the new 
district, and W. J. Massey, of Macon, 
manufacturer and prominent business 
man; Judge J. Render Terrell, of 
Greenville, and Louis Crawford, 
United States marshal of the north- 
ern district.

Groundwark’ Is’ Laid. for 
Presentation of Witness 
Said.

Austin, Texas, January 19.—(4)— 
Ground work for the testimony of a 
surprise witness for the defense, de- 
clared to. have accompanied D. E. 
Chipps, up the stairway leading to the 
office of Dr. J. Frank Norris on 
Chipps’ fatal visit to the Fort Worth 
minister's study last July, was laid 
in the Norris murder trial here today. 

The. witness ‘is D. L. Redmond, of 
Fort .Worth, who will be placed on 
the: stand to relate his story of Chipps’ 
eall on Dr. Norris, which ended‘ in 
the slaying. . 

Defense attorneys indicated Red- 
mond would be presented as one of the 
three men who last saw Chipps alive. 
The others, are Dr. Norris, who shot 
and killed Chipps, and L. H. Nutt, 
member of the minister’s church board, 
who has testified he witnessed the 
slaying. 

R. B. Ridgeway. Fort Worth at- 
torney and a .member of Dr. Norris’ 
church, testified late today that he 
saw Chipps and Redmond mount the 
stairway to the pastor’s office. There 
were rumors shortly after the slaying 
that a man directed Chipps to the of- 
fice, but until today his identity had 
not been reyealed. Redmond may take 
the stand tomorrow. 

Ridgeway testified he sat in his au- 
tomobile near Norris’ office on that 
afternoon waiting for ‘his wife,’ who 
works on The Searchlight, the Norris 
church publication. 

Two men passed him, he said, just 
a few minutes before Chipps was 
shot. ‘Ridgeway was in a_ position 
where he could see about half way u 
the stairway leading to the chure 
offices on the. second floor of the 
building adjoining the First Baptist 
church in Fort Worth. 

Heard Conversation.

“The other man was smaller, and. he 
was in his shirt sleeves.

keep in mind that each human being 
is endowed by his Creator with the 
right to live his own life, choose his 
own occupation, select his own habi- 
tation, eat and drink whatsoever 
he chooses, and above everything else, 
to think as his brain dictates, to 
fully express his opinions, to adopt 
his own creed and to worship ac- 
cording to his own conscience with- 
out fear or restraint, without pro- 
scription, either social or litical.” 

To that principle should be added 
another—that the sole business of 
government is the protection of these 
| rights—Mr. Reed declared, adding: 
| “Such was the doctrine of the fa- 
' thers of the republic; such was the 
inspiration of the Declaration of In- 
dependence: such was the object of 
the revolution. 

“Have We Kept Faith?” 
“How have we kept the faith? 
“With congress desiring to have its 

will regardless of the constitution and 
with the courts indulging sthe pre- 
sumption that congress was defend- 
ing the constitution, the charter of 
our liberities were ground as between 
two millstones. 

“Saturnalia of federal law making 
began. Every legislature followed 
suit. When the first heat of the 
race was over and the legislative lords 
paused to take breath, the old maxim 
‘that people is governed best which 
is governed least’ had been buried un- 
| der a mass of statutes. 
| “Superimposed upon this mass of 
laws, appointive officers, boards, com- 
missions and bureaus are authorized 
to make rules, the violation of which 
are visited by heavy penalties, and 
hence have the effect of statutes.

“What wonder that the average 

man has come to regard the law as 
a sword of oppression rather than a 
shield of protection.

Mexico City, January 19.—The 
most pronounced note in the Mexican 
political situation today was the an- 
nouncement of the acceptance of the 
resignation of Alberto J. Pani, min- 
ister of finance. It is said he will 


go to Paris as Mexican ambassador, 
replacing Alfonso Reyes. 

Behind the resignation of Senor 
Pani is the struggle in which he main- 
tained office against the wishes of 
the more radical members of the rev_- 
lutionary party backing President 
Calles. From his years of struggle, it 
developed that Senor Pani was out of 
eympathy with almost every principle 
for which the Calles party stands. 
Only the noted financial ability of 
Senor Pani and the fact that he had 
the confidence of Wall street and 
parties holding Mexican debts kept 
him in office. 

When it was announced six months 
ago that Senor Pani had _ resigned, 
Wall street made representations to 
the Calles government on the advisa- 
bility of keeping him in office. 

The exit of Senor Pani marks the 
first real break in the Calles eabi- 
net, which has been held together for 
more than two years, and it is pre- 
dicted here that other breaks will 
follow as the elements composing the 
cabinet are said to be held together 
only by the strong personality of the 
president and his ability to handle 
the members. 

Senor Pani has held office under 
more governments than any other 
Mexican. He has always managed to

a 


withdraw from office at the critical 
t in the history of the various 
administrations under which he served. 
This has enabled him to present him- 


self with a clean sheet to the incoming 
governments. 

Although Senor Pani announced his 
resignation from political life, it is 
known that he leans toward conser- 
vatism and is unfavorable to the 


church policy and laws affecting for- 


eigners and mining and oil companies 
of the present government. So gen- 
erally known is this attitude of Senor 
Pani that-it has openly been said that 
the more conservative elements would 
back him as the next Mexican presi- 
dent, although h:; has not now, and 
never has had, a political following.

“One thing is certain, if the senate 
does not guard its own portals and 
protect its own integrity, no one else 
will,” Reed warned.

Says Reed Led Astray. 

Senator Bingham, Connecticut, re- 
publican, came to Smith's defense an? 
charged that Reed had been “led 
astray into a novel position for a 
member of the democratic party.” 

“The powers of the senate he claims 
was not the intent of those who draft- 
ed the constitution,” Bingham said. 

He pleaded state rights and argued 
against the privilege of the senate to 
bar Smith from taking the oath. 

“The people of Illinois by a large 
vote have sealed the right of Mr. 
Smith to come here,” Bingham de- 
clared. “Do we wish to drive another 
nail into the coffin which is soon to 
receive all state rights?” he asked. 

Smith’s primary campaign, in which 
large amounts were spent, has nothing 
to do with his appointment by the 
governor of Illinois, Bingham con- 
tended. 

Overman Favors Seating. 


While Senator Walsh, Montana, 
democrat, argued the constitutional 
right of the senate to prevent Smith 
from taking the oath of office, Senator 
Lee Overman, North Carolina, demo- 
crat, bolted from the opposition and 
introduced a resolution which would 
seat the senator-designate “without 
prejudice to any subsequent proceed- 
ings in the case.” 

Overman stated that under his in- 
terpretation of the constitution, the 
senate could not try Smith until after 
he officially became a member. 

Senator Moses, New Hampshire, re- 
publican, told the senate that “it is 
unjust and unjustifiable to deprive the

Senators Shipstead, Minnesota, 
farmer-labor; Robinson, Arkansas, 
demoerat ; Neely, West Virginia, demo- 
crat; Glass, Virginia, democrat, and 
Bratton.

In the Background. 

At the busy traffic crossings in 
Italian cities the ‘police are _ rein- 
forced by fascists the moment the rush 
becomes difficult to handle. Fascists 
guard bridges; they stand in front of 
government buildings; they watch the 
mails, museums and national monu- 
ments. But I hasten to add that aiter 
a few days in Italy you don’t notice 
them any longer.

I thought back of New York and 
of certain formal occasions when the 
motorcycle cops fill the air with a 
thunder and a clamor, half of which 
is also unnecessary. 

No man will contradict me when 
I say that by purposely standing in 
the way of such a power-conscious cop 
a man could count on gentle and per- 
suasive speech, but may soon make the 
acquaintance of a stick. It’s the same 
in Italy. It does not pay to obstruct 
anything in motion. You have the 
feeling that the fascist on the corner, 
and there is one on each corner, 
would come out of his dreamy immo- 
bility and show some remarkable 
alacrity. 

When passengers leave their com- 
partments on the train to go to the 
dining car, the fascist comes along and 
locks the doors while they are away. 
He stands guard in the corridor, Dnr- 
ing the night journey from Turin to 
Rome, one gentleman on the train I 
traveled was bothered with insomnia. 
He kept on fretting and walking up 
and down. He started his pacing and 
parading around 8 o'clock and was 
still doing it at 11. 

Protectors of Women. 


The fascist guard approached him 
then, however, and asked him to go 
into his compartment and not disturb 
other passengers in their just slumber. 


Women are especially treated with 
deference and distinction. Nocturnal 
marauders, mashers and such people 
get short shrift. 

No matter what hour of the night 
or how small the village through 
which the train roared, there was a 
black shirt at each station, discretely 
at the side of the platform to allow 
the station master and the other rail- 
way employees to do whatever they 
had to do. 

When the train reached Pisa there 
was some consternation. The black 
shirt guards left the train and walked 
up to the locomotive. There was a 
good deal of gesticulation and talk. I 
asked the conductor what was the 
trouble and was told that we were 
three minutes behind schedule time. 


The black shirts had been con- 
ferring with the engineer on the pos- 
sibility of making up the deficit. That 
individual must have agreed, for we 
pulled into Rome in tle morning on 
the dat. 

This efficiency and machine-like 
exactitude is noticeable all over Italy. 
It does not pertain alone to transpor- 
tation facilities, but also to banks, in- 
quiry bureaus, traffic regulation, con- 
sular business, in short, to every phase 
of national life. 

Thinking back to former years when 
everything moved lazily, when things 
were done in a slip-shod manner, when 
officials ‘talked to you as if a thousand 
years in their sight was but a day, the 
transformation seems almost miracu- 
lous. It could never have been accom- 
plished if the spirit of the people had 
not been changed. '

REGORDS OF WAR 
NOT MADE PUBLIC 


Washington, January 19.—(?)— 
Turning its attention to the historical 
side of the world war, the house mili- 
tary committee was told today that a 
number of American school histories 
give erroneous and imaginary ac- 
counts of the part played by the 
American troops. 

The statement was made by Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Thomas J. Dickson, 
retired army chaplain, and afterwards 
the committee voted to call authors 
of American school histories for ques- 
tioning. 

Dickson testified after Representa- 
tive Andrew. republican, Massachu- 
setts, had indorsed his resolution pro- 
posing publication of official army 
and navy war records. The Massa- 
chusetts member made public a letter 
from Secretary of War Davis saying 
the war department could not indorse 
the plan at this time because of the 
cost of publication. The secretary 
also urged amendment of the resolu- 
tion to give the department's auther- 
ity to pass upon the matter to be 
printed. 

Dickson said that a number of 
American history authors- gave their 
own opinion of what took place. Qne 
history. he contended, made the state- 
ment that with six months training 
American troops were equal to the 
experienced troops of any nation. 

He also said American publishing 
companies printed the Mexican eagle 
on the face of text books rather than 
the American eagle.

Mexico City, January 19,—Injune- 
tion suits against President Calles, 
beth houses of the Mexican congress, 
Secretary of Labor Morones and At- 
torney General Ortega were sought 
today by 31 oil companies doing busi- 
ness in this country.

A “permanent” injunction under 
Mexican law is understood to mean 
one that would last from two ‘weeks 
to from four to six months.

Displaying more snap, sparkle, speed 
and ability than they have shown on 
any other previous occasion this year, 
the Georgia Tech basketeers walked 
away with the five from the Jewish 
Progressive club at Tech gym Wed 
nesday afternoon, 44-16. The game 
early took on all the appearance of a 
rout for Tech, and both coaches, 
Bean and Mundorf, seemed to take it 
as a fine opportunity for trying out 
all their material, substitutions being 
fast and frequent. 

Referee Sam Glassman was too me- 
ticulous, shrilling his whistle contin- 
ually. In fact, the blowing of the 
referee's whistle was the predominant 
feature of the game. The elose refer- 
eeing slowed up the contest consider- 
ably, for Glassman called fouls in- 
discriminately, oftimes when there was 
too large dn element of doubt to make 
it uncertain. The refereeing was good, 
but extremely tight.

Tech Improved. 
Tech has improved a hundred-fold

Mundorf. Tech, with a _ rapid fire 
tip-off in which the ball changes hands 
three times in an incerdible space of 
about two seconds, is one of the pret- 
tiest plays seen on a basketball court 
in Atlanta.

The mar- 
ket soon rallies, however, on scattered 
buying in expectation of comparative- 
ly moderate ginnings totals, prices 
gaining 10 to 11 points from the loss. 
In the early afternoon prices turned
